SHOP COURSES 
TO BE GIVEN 


‘Vocational shop courses will be 
added to the expanding curricu- 
um at Salinas Junior College 
next fall, President John B. Le- 
mos announced this week. 

The shop courses will be given 
t the former guayule project on 
East Alisal Street. The Salinas 
school district has already re- 
ceived title to a small area of 
.and including the principal shop 
buildings and title for additional 
land is now in process of negotia- 
tion. 

When all land has been ob- 
tained from the government, it 
s possible that the east campus 
of the junior college will have 
‘between 50 and 100 acres. 

Courses at the East Campus 
will include auto mechanics, ma- 
chine shop, tractor and truck re- 
pairing, carpentry, radio, aviation 
mechanics, and agriculture. 

President J. B. Lemos is cur- 
rently making every effort to ob- 
tain a highly qualified staff for 
the vocational division. 

The new campus will provide 
adequate buildings’ and agricul- 
tural space for a student body of 
approximately 1,000 students. It 
is not expected that this num- 
ber, or any sizable portion of it, 
will register in the opening se 
mester next fall. However, it 
provides room for expansion. 

Agriculture classes will be 
given in the present junior col- 
lege building with agriculture 
mechanics temporarily presented 
on the high school campus and 
project work at the East Campus. 

Radio work will combine 
courses at the junior college and 
East Campus, 

Shop classes will have the fin- 
est and most modern equipment 
available to students, Mr. C. I. 
Bentley, supervisor in charge of 
the shop prograni, indicates. Mr. 
Bentley has devoted almost full 
time to purchasing shop equip- 
ment during the past several 
months. 

President Lemos announces bus 
service will be provided between 
the junior college and the East 
Campus. Most of the shop courses 
will take a full morning or a 
full afternoon, permitting stu- 
dents to carry the necessary re- 
lated and academic subjects dur- 
ing the other half day.
